JASPER, Texas (AP) — As this 
small Texas community tried to 
heal itself, the father of one of 
three white men accused in the 
gruesome death of a black hitch- 
hiker apologized for his son. 

“It hum me deeply to know 
that a boy I raised and consid- 
ered to be the most loved boy I 
knew could find it in himself to 
take a life,” Ronald King wrote in 
a letter released Wednesday. 
“Again, I want to say I'm sorry.’*

I t is only in the past 10 or 15 years 
that Milton Friedman has been 
seen for what he is: the most influ- 
ential Irvine #yrmn mivr -anr-t- 
World Warn. For decadr^FussL 
man - now 85 and long retired from rim? 
University of Chicago - was regarded as 
a brilliant outcast. He ext o lled “free- 
dom," praised “free markets" and at- 
tacked big government. He was widely 
dismissed as a throwback to an era of 
heartless capitalism. 

Not anymore. Friedman’s impact has 
been so huge that he’s approac hing John 
Maynard Keynes (1885-1946) as the cen- 
tury’s most significant economist. He al- 
most single-handedly resur re ct ed the 
“quantity theory of money"; the idea 
that inflation stems from “too ram-h mon- 
ey chasing too few goods." Once g o v e rn - 
merits accepted this, they could control 
inflation by slowing money growth. 

Abroad, Friedman has promoted mar- 
ket economics from Chile to China. At 
home, his ideas now permeate public de- 
bate. Even in'the 1950s, he advocated a 
flat tax, school vouchers and a “negative 
income tax” for the poor (embodied in 
today's earned income-tax credit). 

We now have Friedman's story of his 
odyssey from pariah to pro ph et in an au- 
tobiography written with his wife of 
nearly SO years. Rose, "Two Lucky Peo- 
ple” (University of Chicago Press). It is a

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - For 
his first three years on the PGA . 
Senior Tour friends would tell 
John Jacobs he’d win eventually. 
He’d agree, but in his heart he’d 
begun to wonder. 

“I knew I was going to make 
money, but sure, you begin to 
doubt if you’re going to win," said 
Jacobs, who got his first PGA 
tour victory of any kind in 30 
years as a professional last week- 
end at the Nationwide 
Championship in Atlanta. 

“When you haven’t won it 
becomes a mental pressure. I 
know I'm bouncing on my toes a 
little more this week. I feel like a 
monkey’s off my back," he said 
Thursday after a practice round 
for the BellSouth Classic at the 
Springhouse Golf Club in 
Nashville. 

“Before I wanted to make a 
good check and hope I could win. 
Now I know I can win. It’s a little ' 
different deal " 

Jacobs, 53, wasn’t exactly hack- 
ing his way around the senior cir- 
cuit before last week, he just 
hadn’t won a tournament. He 
-made 51.3 million die last two ' 
years, with three second-place 
fin i sh es, four thirds and 36 top- 
IQs in 68 tournaments. 

He said both. he“and his golf ' 
game have matured in recent 
years. _ 

“Now I have a couple of glasses 
of wine, and when I was a ldd it 

where do we go next," he said. 
“When this game comes easy to 
you, like it did to me as a ldd, it 
won't reward you. I don't take aify-
